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Tunis recalls envoy In Zaire 

TUNIS (R) — Tunisia announced Wednesday that h was recalling 
its ambassador to Zaire following Kinshasa’s decision to restore 
diplomatic links with Israel An official communique said that 
President Habib Bourguiba deeply regretted Zaire’s initiative 
which it added was against resolutions voted at the United 
Nations, the Organisation of African Unity and the Non-Aligned 
Movement, as well as against Afro- Arab solidarity. The Tunisian 
government had contacted Zaire to draw its attention to the 
consequences of the move for Hs relations with the Arab and 
Islamic worlds and had decided "‘at this stage" to recall its 
ambassador for consultations, the communique said. Tunisia’s 
reaction followed Saudi Arabia's decision on Tuesday to sever 
diplomatic relations with Zaire.

There will 
include, among other things, the 
establishment of a bank for 
gathering plans and maps with 
details of expansion and the pre- 
paration of tenders and super- 
vising their implementation, as 
well as all studies related to the 
region.

Israel coalition wins 
no-confidence motion 


TEL AVTV (Agencies) — Prime 
Minister Menachem Begin clung 
to power Wednesday after his 
shaky coalition survived a par- 
liamentary no-confidence motion 
by vote. 

An opposition attempt to top- 
ple the government because of 
economic mismanagement was 
defeated by 58 votes to 57. 

Mr. Begin, whose feuding coal- 
ition has survived numerous no- 
confidence motions, since taking 
power 10 months ago, was saved 
because three members of the 
Techiya and Telem parties 
abstained. 

The government, which has 
never commanded more than a 
two-seat majority in the 120- 
member Knesset (parliament), 
appeared to face an uphill battle to 
remain in office after two legis- 
lators defected' to the opposition 
Labour Party on Tuesday. 

Mr. Begin has several times 
spoken of holding early elections 
to break the Knesset stalemate 
and has mentioned November as a 
possible polling date. 

His fate Wednesday hinged on 
five votes controlled by the ultra- 
nationalist Techiya (renaissance) 
group and the centrist Telem 
Party, formed by the late Moshe 
Dayan. 


The coalition, made up of 
right-wing and religious parties, 
pulled through because two Telem 
parliamentarians and one from 
Techiya abstained. Two Knesset 
members were absent. 

Mr. Begin closed a noisy debate 
with a sarcastic attack on the two 
former supporters, Yitzhak Peretz 
and Ammon Linn, whose deser- 
tion has further endangered his 
rule. 

Their defection makes Labour 
the biggest single party in the 
Knesset and it is now demanding 
bigger representation on powerful 
parliamentary committees. 

Opposition leader Shimon 
Peres strongly criticised Finance 
Minister Yorara Aridor, blaming 
him for an inflation rate now run- 
ning at more than 130 per cent a 
year. 

Mr. Aridor replied that the gov- 
ernment was taking measures to 
protect lower income earners and 
said public service workers at the 
bottom of the pay scale were to 
receive an increase of about 500 
shekels ($25) a month. 

There was uproar in the Knesset . 
when a Begin supporter accused 
Mr. Peres of acting like a “horse- 
trader and briber” in tempting the 
two defecting parliamentarians to 
join him.

AMMAN (Petra) — Upper 
House of Parliament Speaker 
Bahjat AI Talhouni conferred in 
his office Wednesday with Erit- 
rean Association of Jurists Pres- 
ident Mohammad Sa'id Barhato 
who is also responsible for the 
Eritrean revolutionary com- 


mittee's foreign relations affairs. 

Mr. Talhouni also Wednesday 
received a message from the pres- 
ident of the Euro-Arab Coop- 
eration Society expressing thanks 
for the hospitality accorded to him 
and his delegation during their 
recent visit to Jordan. 


King Hassan, Reagan 
confer on North Africa, 

aid, facilities for RDF 


WASHINGTON (R) —President 
Reagan conferred Wednesday, 
with Morocco's King Hassan II on 
North African security, U.S. 
military and economic aid to 
Morocco and ways to reinforce 
traditional ties between their 
countries. 

They met in the White House 
before holding more talks at a 
working luncheon and, in an. 
unusual departure from protocol, 
flying together by helicopter to a • 
nearby military base for an after- . 
noon of horse riding. 

U.S. officials said main issues at 
the talks were Morocco's war with 
•Polisario guerrillas in the Western 
Sahara, the Middle East, and a 
proposed agreement to give U.S. 
forces access to military transit 
facilities in Morocco jn an 
emergency. 

Morocco received $30 million 
in U.S. mihtazy aid credits last' 
year and $55 million in economic 
aid. It sought more arms after the 
Western Sahara conflict inten- 
sified last year and the Rabat gov- 
ernment said Soviet-made sam 
missil es downed- two of its planes. • 

The Reagan administration 
promised more advanced 
weapons, including M-60 tanks. 
But the House of Representatives 
Foreign Affairs Committee 
halved a White House request for 
$100 million in arms credits for 
Morocco this year. 


Washington has long urged a 
negotiated settlement in the 
Western Sahara dispute. It is back- 
ing an initiative by King Hassan in 
the Organisation of African Unity 
(OAU) for a ceasefire with the 
Polisario guerrillas and a referen- 
dum to determine the territory’s 
future. 

U.S. and Moroccan officials 
said they expected the President 
and King Hassan to discuss the 
question of aims deliveries as well 
as proposals to strengthen 
economic and cultural relations. 

Washington and Rabat differ 
sharply over Middle East policy/ 
Morocco rejected the Camp 
David treaty signed between 
Egypt and Israel and broke rela- 
tions with Egypt. The U.S. sees 
.the Camp David process as the 
only viable way to solve the 
Arab-Israeli dispute. 

The king’s visit to Washington 
was arranged after Secretary of 
State Alexander Haig went to 
Morocco last February and 
announced that the U.S. and 
Morocco would negotiate an 
agreement on military transit 
facilities. 

The United States once had 
four air bases in Morocco and 
wants the transit facilities now to 
enable it to move its Rapid 
Deployment Force (RDF) in case 
of an* 4 emergency” in the Gulf reg- 
ion. 


Be prepared for mobs, 
British cops cautioned 


SCARBOROUGH, England (R) 
— Britain's police must never 
again be caught unprepared for 
mob violence on the scale experi- 
enced in last year's riots, the head 
of the British police union said 

Wednesday. 

James Jardine. retiring chair- 
man of the police fed e ra t ion, 
which represents rank-and-file 
policemen, said 1981 would go 
down as a dramatic year in police 
history. 

More than 20 cities were 
affected by a wave of rioting last 
summer in which several hundred 
people were injured The dis- j 
turbsnccs, involving mainly black * 


youths but including whites as 
well, were largely blamed on high 
unemployment. 

Mr. Jardine, addressing the fed- 
eration’s annual conference, 
called for more adequate training 
•and better protective clothing to 
deal with disorders in the streets. 

Referring to charges that the 
police force recruited too few 
non-whites, Mr. Jardine said his 
federation would welcome more 
suitable applicants from the ethnic 
communities. 

“But we most never lower our 
entry standards amply to accom- 
modate people we would not 
otherwise acriept,” he added.

Jordan denounces 
Jerusalem meeting 

AMMAN (Petra) — Jordan Wednesday deplored the Council of 
Enrope political meeting in occupied Jeru s a lem , saying it 

was a b latan t challenge to international opinion. 

A Foreign Ministry statement quoted by the Jordan News Agency, 
Petra said by meeting in occupied Jerusalem the council was helping 
the aggressor reap the fruits of his aggression. 

“The European committee yfamM have benefited from European 
countries’ experiment of long suffering as a result of aggression and 

occupation, and should have backed the victim and defended its rights 
rather than adopt such an attitude,” the s tatemen t said. 

*‘Jordan”, it added, “voices its appreciation to the European coun- 
tries which have boycotted the Jerusalem meeting oat of their pro- 
found belief in the- principles of right and justice.” 

Arab states had tried to" persuade the 21 -member c ommkt ee to 
change the venue. Five European countries boycotted the meeting, 
which ended Tuesday. 

The Jordanian statement said the country expected a special session 
of the Arab League Councfl in Tunis to take appropriate measure “to 
guarantee Arab rights.” 


Numeiri urges 
Arab summit 

for Cairo 

CAIRO (R) — Sudanese Pres- 
ident Jaafar Numeiri Wednesday 
called for an Arab summit meet- 
ing to be held in Cairo, the weekly 
Akher Sa'a reported. 

Id an interview, President 
Numeiri told the newspaper that 
the return of .Arab solidarity could 
be achieved through an Arab 
summit meeting in Cairo followed 
by an immediate return of the 
.Arab League headquarters to the 
Egyptian capital. 

The league's headquarters was 
transferred to Tunis after a sum- 
mit meeting in Baghdad in 1978 
that imposed sanctions against 
Egypt over the signing of the 
U.S.-sponsored Camp David tre- 
aty with Israel. 

President Numeiri said the 
transfer had undermined the lea- 
gue's prestige. 

Egyptian President Hosni 
Mubarak has said that the Arab 
League premises in Cairo are still 
available for .Arab delegations if 
thev choose.

Britain nears assault 
decision on Falklands 


LONDON (R) — Britain Wed- 
nesday moved inexorably towards 
a military assault aimed at regain- 
ing the Falkland Islands as Prime 
Minister Margaret Thatcher said 
Argentina had not given a very 
encouraging response to last-ditch 
peace proposals. 

“The gap looks big,” Mrs. 
Thatcher said in a radio interview. 

Political sources believed Mis. 
Thatcher and her war cabinet, 
were close to si gnallin g the go- 
ahead for a landing to drive out 
Argentine forces which seized the 
far-flung South Atlantic islands 
early last month. 

The naval task force sent to the 
Falklands was reported by cor- 
respondents aboard the warships 
to be assembled for battle. 

Most Britons, from the politi- 
cian to the man in the street, now 
regard an assault as inevitable. 

Mrs. Thatcher said on Monday 
she was prepared to make one last 
try for a peaceful settlement and 
relayed Britain’s final position to 
United Nations Secretary- 
General Javier Perez de Cuellar, 
trying to orchestrate a diplomatic 
solution. 

On Tuesday she warned Argen- 
tina: 44 We cannot go on pre- 
varicating.” 

On Wednesday, Mrs. Thatcher 


said Argentina bad delivered its 
reply to the British position and, 
from preliminaiy indications, 
“Tm afraid it does not look very 
encouraging-** 

But she said the government 
was waiting for the full response to 
be translated and transmitted to 
London, and then it would be 
carefully studied. 

With no hint of progress in the 
U.N. negotiations, a planned visit 
to Britain by Pope John Paul at the 
end of this month looked increas- 
ingly doubtful. 

Sources in the Catholic Church 
said the Pope had been hoping for 
a breakthrough in the peace pro- 
cess so that be could go ahead with 
the six-day visit, scheduled to 
begin on May 28. 

Pope urges prayers 

In Vatican City, the Pope called 
on pilgrims to pray for peace bet- 
ween Britain and. Argentina but 
did not mention his planned visit 
to Britain next week. 

“Let us pray for peace between 
Argentina and England," the 
Pope said to tens of thousands of 
pilgrims in St. Peter’s Square at 
the end of his weekly Wednesday 
audience. 


The Pope made no further 
reference to the conflict. 

Meanwhile. Argentina said Bri- 
tain lacked the will to negotiate a 
peaceful settlement of the Falk- 
lands (Malvinas) crisis and inten- 
sified preparations for war or a 
long blockade. 

A Foreign Ministry spokesman 
said that Argentina was willing to 
continue negotiations although 
Buenos Aires newspapers spoke 
of a virtual collapse of U.N. peace 
talks. 

“The (British) will to negotiate 
does not exist," the ministry 
spokesman said in a radio inter- 
view but added: “If Britain wishes 
to negotiate the door is open." 

Argentina handed its latest 
proposals Tuesday night to U.N. 
Secretary-General Javier Perez de 
Cuellar. Newspapers said the gap 
between the two countries was still 
wide. 

The ministry spokesman said 
Britain had shown over the last 17' 
years that it was not prepared to 
negotiate the future of the Falk- 
lands which Argentina seized on 
April 2. 

Economy Minister Roberto 
Alemann, back from a trip to 
Europe and the United States, 
said Argentina was prepared to 
face a long blockade. 


Begin, citing Egypt, urges 
Africa to resume relations 


Tindemans to 
visit Israel 


BRUSSELS ( R) — Belgian Fore- 
ign Minister Leo Tindemans. cur- 
rent preszdeat of the European 
Economic Community (EEC) 
Council of Ministers, will visit 
Israel on May 29 as part of the 
EECs search for a Middle East 
peace formula. 

A Foreign Ministry spokesman 
said Mr. Tindemans would meet 
Israeli Prime Minister Menachem 
Begin during his three-day visit. 

Mr. Tindemans has recently 
been to Kuwait, Saudi Arabia and 
Egypt and is likely to make further 
trips to Arab countries next 
month. His findings will be 
reviewed at an EEC summit meet- 
ing at the end of June. 

He has said the EEC is not put- 
ting forward any new proposals at 
present, but may undertake a 
fresh initiative following Israel's 
withdrawal from Sinai last month. 

The EEC began its search for a 
role in bringing peace to the Mid- 
dle East with a 1980 statement 
issued in Venice, calling for the 
involvement of the Palestine Lib- 
eration Organisation (PLO) in 
negotiations. 


GENEVA (R) — Israeli Prime Minister 
Menachem Begin has urged African countries not 
to be “more Catholic than the Pope” in refusing to 
resume diplomatic links with his country. 

Interviewed by a Geneva-based magazine. 
“ Afrique a la Une,” Mr. Begin said many African 
countries which broke off relations in 1973 did so 
out of solidarity with Egypt. 

“Today this situation becomes completely 
ridiculous since Egypt itself has diplomatic rela- 
tions with Israel which has given Egypt everything 
it claimed.” Mr. Begin was. quoted as telling the 
magazine, whose first issue appears on Thursday. 

“We expect from the countries of Africa that 
they should not be more Catholic than the Pope and 
more Egyptian than the Egyptians." 

Mr. Begin, whose country recently announced 
the resumption of diplomatic relations with Zaire, 
said Israel was ready to forget the recent past and 
renew links with other African countries. 


Mr. Begin was quoted as saying: “Israel coup 
make an immense contribution to the developin' 
of Africa in the fields of agriculture, medicine „ 
industry, as in the past." 

He added that no African country “has the least 
complaint against us in the sphere of bilateral rela- 
tions or in the context of our relations with Africa as 
a whole. On the contrary, we know to what extent 
they have been satisfied." 

Asked about Israel's links with South Africa, Mr, 
Begin said Israel had a moral duty to maintain links 
with South Africa’s Jewish community but lost no 
opportunity to condemn apartheid. 

Other countries traded with South Africa with- 
out their diplomatic links with blackrAfrican coun- 
tries being affected, be added. 

The new French-language monthly, edited by 
N’zamba Afii-Ku-Nyeng, of Cameroun, describes 
itself as politically independent. It is to be dis- 
tributed in several French-speaking West African 
countries as well as Western Europe. 


Zaire to have embassy in Tel Aviv 


BRUSSELS (R) — Zaire, which 
announced last week that it was 
restoring diplomatic relations with 
Israel will have its embassy in Tel 
Aviv, not occupied Jerusalem, 
Zaire's ambassador to Belgium. 
Kengo wa Dondo. said Wed- 
nesday. 

An emissary sent by Zaire to 
Israel last week following the 
announcement of its decision was 
widely reported as saying that the 
embassy would be in occupied 
Jerusalem. 

Saudi Arabia Tuesday broke off 
diplomatic relations with Zaire 
and cited the former Belgian col- 
ony’s intention of placing its 
embassy in occupied Jerusalem as 
one reason for the move. 

“There is no question of the 
embassy being in Jerusalem," Mr. 
Kengo told journalists. “It will be - 
in Tel Aviv. Those who have 'been 


speaking of Jerusalem have 
wanted to create diplomatic dif- 
ficulties." 

He said that with the restoration 
of Sinai to Egypt “the question ol 
(Israeli) occupied territories is 
over for Zaire." Egypt had 
renewed diplomatic relations with 
Israel and Zaire no longer saw any 
reason not to follow hs example," 
he said. 

Zaire's decision broke the dip- 
lomatic boycott of Israel imposed 
by most African states at the 
request of Arab countries fol- 
lowing the 1973 October war. 

Mr. Kengo said the Zairean 
government was convinced rh»f 
other African countries would 
shortly follow its example and 
establish diplomatic relations with 
Israel. 

“I cannot cite the names of the 
countries, but I assure you that it is 


absolutely imminent,” he said. 

Arab League acts 

The Arab League decided ear- 
lier this week to send envoys to 
African states to try to dissuade 
any other countries from restoring 
diplomatic links with Israel. 

Arab League Secretary- 
General Chadli Klibi, who on 
Monday expressed his aston- 
ishment, regret and concern at 
Zaire’s decision, intends to visit 
several African states, including 
.Ivory Coast, Mali and Kenya, 
according to Arab League 

Mr. Kengo said his country’s 
recent decision to refuse any 
further U.S. aid was dictated by its 
determination qot to accept assis- 
;tance if it was tied to what he 
“palled an attempt to dominate the 
■ internal affa i re of Zaire.

Faisal returns [ Kaunda ends Gulf visit 


GENEVA (R) — U.S. and Soviet 
-arms negotiators resume talks 
Thursday on curbing nuclear mis- 
siles in Europe amid signs that 
they are moving closer to summit 
talks on wider arms reduction 


The new Geneva round takes 
place against the background of a 
recent welter of proposals and 
counter-proposals by the two 
superpowers on slowing the arms 
race. 

The first phase of negotiations 
on medium-range missiles ended 
in March with the two sides still 
wide apart on key issues and 
Washington describing a Soviet 
offer of a unilateral freeze of its 
m i ssiles in Eastern Europe as a 
ploy to perpetuate a military 
advantage. 

Washington says that unless the 


Soviet Unfan dismantles its esti- 
mated 300 SS-20 launch sites, the 
NATO alliance will go ahead with 
plans to she 572 Cruise and 
Pershing-2 missiles in Western 
Europe. 

The plan has aroused strong 
protests from anti-nuclear-groups 
in several Western countries. 

Since the end of the first round 
of talks, there have been major 
arms policy statements from both 
Moscow and Washington. 

President Reagan has proposed 
bQateraJ talks this summer on 
reducing nuclear arsenals and says 
he is ready to meet President 
Brezhnev to improve relations. 

The U.S. leader has called for a 
one-third cut in long-range nuc- 
lear weapons deployed by the 
superpowers and says talks on this 
issue could start in Geneva by the 
end of June. , - 
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after visiting 
Bahrain, Qatar 

BAHRAIN (R) — Saudi Arabian 
Foreign Minister Prince Saud AI 
Faisal returned home Wednesday 
from brief visits to Qatar and 
Bahrain apparently aimed at 
mediating in a dispute between 
the two Gulf stares over the 
Hawar Islands. 

In reporting his return to Riy- 
adh, the official Saudi Press 
Agency said only that he had deli- 
vered messages from King Khafed 
to the rulers of the two countries, 
Saudi Arabia's partners in the 
six-nation Gulf Cooperation 
Councfl. 

The councfl, which also includes 
Kuwait, Oman and the United 
Arab Emirates, asked Saadi 
Arabia in March to try ip settle the 
dispute. , 
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BAHRAIN (R) — President Kenneth kaunda of Zambia flew home 
Wednesday after a tour of Kuwait, Iraq and Bahrain during which he 
assured Arab leaders his country would not follow Zaire’s example 
and restore ties with Israel. 

Saudi Arabia on Tuesday broke off relations with Zaire, which last 
Friday became the first African country to break the diplomatic 
boycott of Israel imposed by most African states in 1973 at the 
request of Arab nations. 

President Kaunda’ s discussions with the leaders of the three Gulf 
states also covered the Iraq -Iran war, the Middle East situation and ; 
development of bilateral relations. 

At a press conference in Bahrain Tuesday night the president 
declined to say anything about his talks on oil and investment aid. 
The Gulf is a major source of Zambia's oil imports. 

A joint comm unique on Dr. Kaunda’s talks in Bahrain said the two 
countries had stressed the importance of continued African support 
for the Palestinian people.

How to improve 
f elecommuni cations 
the Swedish way

AMMAN — Jordan’s buoyant 
o:-r;.v-.iic growth in recent years 
:o an unprecedented degree 
r'l-ecred business to Amman 
ftcvu all over the world. Con- 
• i: : :aniN. contractors, banks as well 
;:?> companies in all different areas 
mining equipment to con- 
conus have settled down in 

he civil war tn Lebanon as well 
.:*■ i!;e Iren-!raq v.ar have diverted 
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a substantial amount of business 
especially from Beirut to Amman, 
and from Iraqi ports to Aqaba. 
However, it has also been a pro- 
nounced policy of the Jordanian 
government and business com- 
munity to attract business to 
Amman, because of its central 
location and favourable business 
atmosphere. Apart from good 
climate and Jordanian hospitality, 
another aspect of business life 
which would attract more foreign 
businesses is good, fast and reli- 
able communications system with 
the rest of the world. 

As anyone living in JoTdan and 
who has tried to make calls to 
other parts of the world knows the 
telephone service is a sadly neg- 
lected child in the otherwise 
smoothly functioning Jordanian 
life. This is, however, not sur- 
prising, knowing that for a popu- 
lation of almost 2.5m there are 
only 300 international lines 
(which have to be subscribed to) 
whereas all other international 
calls are manually transmitied. 

Moreover, the 300 inter- 
national lines are connected to a 
switchboard in France which 
means for example that calls to 


Iraq first hare to be transmitted to 
France and from there to Iraq. 

The heavy demand for new 

telephone lines for example in 
Amman has overburdened the 
Telecommunications Corporation 
(TCC). and waiting for telephone 
lines could be endless— a fact in no 
way conducive to the image of 
Amman as a regional business 
centre in the Middle East. 

It’s good elsewhere 

Other Arab states like Saudi 
Arabia, and Kuwait have no tele- 
communications problems of this 
son. On the contrary Saudi 
Arabia can boost about having 
one of the most modern tele- 
communication systems in the 
world. Today 700,000 lines all 
with international direct dial are in 
use, and another 500,000 lines 
will be ready for use within one 
year. Moreover, 19.000 mobile 
telephones are under installation. 

The company responsible for 
making Saudi Arabia, Bahrain, 
Kuwait and the United Arab Emi- 
rates (UAE) among the best 
equipped telecommunications 
countries in the world is the Swed- 


ish company Ericsson. 

Ericsson’s rote 

The Ericsson Group is one of 
the worlds largest manufacturers 
of telecommunications equip- 
ment. Parent company of the 
group is L.M. Ericsson, founded in 
1976 and thence in the tele- 
communications business since 
the birth of the telephone. The 
company today has a unique pos- 
ition among the leading suppliers 
of telecommunications equipment 
in the world, since it is the only 
major international company 
specialising in tele- 
communications and devoting 
practically all its resources to the 
development, manufacture and 
installation of tele- 
comm unications systems and pro- 
ducts. 

Annual sales for the whole 
group are $3 billion. The company 
employs over 70.000 people in 
more than 1 00 countries through- 
out the world. The main product 
for Ericsson is switching equip- 
ment for public networks; and the 
manufacturing programme 
includes electro-mechanical sys- 
tems such as crossbar equipment 
wither without stored programme 
control as well as advanced elec- 
tronic exchange for local, transit 
and international traffic. 

Unique in AXE 

What really makes the Ericsson 
Group different from all other 
companies in the tele- 
communications business is the 
Ericsson-developed digital AXE 
switching system. The AXE sys- 
tem started being commercially 
marketed in 1977. Since then, 4.5 
million lines have been sold to 35 


countries in the worfd (including 5 
in the Middle East). Of these lines 
about half are in service. 

The Kingdom of Saudi Arabia 
started in 1964 engaging Ericsson 
in supplying all public switching 
equipment for about 200,000 
lines.

You only 
need go to Saudi Arabia to see for 
yourself 1 , he told the Jordan 
Times. 

“Ericsson AXE telephones 
could put the Jordanian telephone 
system up to date and more. 
Technically the AXE system is 


regarded as three years ahead of 
all its nearest competitor. With a 
continuous and comprehensive 
research and development 

amounting to eight per cent (or 
$200 million) of annua l sales 
Eriksson intends to keep it that 
way, 11 Mr. Ericsson said. He as 

well as others in the Swedish trade 
group were very pleased with their 
visit here. “The Jordanian 
response has been overwhelming 
and we highly appreciate the Jor- 
danian businesslike, effective 


atmosphere coupled with warm 
hospitality," commented mem- 
bers of the team. “Amman is an 

important transit point in the reg- 
ion,” said Mr. Eriksson, -“for 
transit you need the best com- 
munications. 11 ■ • _

Agricultural seminar calls for 
creating research centre 


•AMMAN (Petra) — A three-day seminar on rain- fed agriculture 
ended here Wednesday with a call for the establishment of a special 
centre to conduct agricultural research and prepare programmes and 
integrated research work in agriculture. Such a centre should be able 
to help develop pastures, improve the condition of soil and water 
sources. 

The seminar, held under the patronage of His Royal Highness 
Crown Prince Hassan said that such a centre should assign some 500 
dunums of land for its activities and that three stations should be set 
up to help the centre conduct agricultural research work in three 
separate rain-fed regions especially those in high areas which receive 
little rain water. These stations should each have at least 200 dunums - 
of land for experimental purposes, the statement said. 

The seminar also recommended that the government should 
Implement appropriate rules that would stop the subdivision of large 
plots of land into smaller ones and should put an end to any 
encroachment on agricultural land and its partitioning into smaller 
holdings for the real estate business, which makes land lose its 
agricultural viability. 

Furthermore, the recommendations included a call for the establ- 
ishment of a centre to test the suitability and fitness of a agricultural 
machines and tractors with the purpose of deciding on importing the 
best type of machines that suit the rain-fed regions. The recom- 
mendations also called for conducting a survey to determine the 
fertility of various agricultural land in Jordan with the purpose of 
defining the types of fertilisers needed for them. Using fertiliseis 
containing phosphoric substances in rain-fed areas, the statement 
said has yielded larger strategic crops like wheat, barley and greens. 
Another recommendation called for the establishment of a special- 
ised corporation to produce improved seeds and distribute them to 
farmers together with guidance in their use. 

Nearly 100 agricultural specialists who took part in the seminar 
reviewed 26 working research projects dealing with rain-fed agricul- 
ture and the production of animal feed. 


Construction code seminar ends 


AMMAN (Petra) — The four-day seminar on the Jordanian Con- 
struction Code and bunding specifications and standards ended in- 
Amman Wednesday after reviewing some 14 working papers on the 
subjects. 

Nearly 100 participants from Jordan, the Arab World and the 
EEC issued resolutions and recommendations at the final session 
calling for using Arabic language in preparing Jordan's construction 
code and to translate the code in the fiiture if needs be. 

A statement issued at the conclusion of the sessions called for 
drawing up a building code that would control the building industry 1 
in a manner to protect the rights of citizens and safeguard public 
interest. Such a code should be prepared in a flexible manner to allow 
for future amendments which technological developments might 
require, it said. The seminar called on the government to support die 
efforts of the Royal Scientific Society (RSS) in drawing up specifi- 
cations for building and draw up a national construction code. 

It also urged all those concerned to avoid as much as possible the 
use of materials containing high proportion of sulphur and chlorine in 
steel reinforcing rods and to alert building workers to the dangers of 
such materials. The recommendations also included a call on Arab 
countries to cooperate in laying down a regional building code and to 
pave the way for this aim by holding proper seminars to discuss the 
issue. It also called for issuing booklets containing the basic principles 
of the building profession. 


Qatari delegation concludes visit 


AMMAN (Petra) — The Qatari-Jordanian joint information com- 
mittee ended meetings at the Ministry of Information Wednesday 
after discussing means of implementing a bflareral -agreement on 
information signed between the two countries in September of 1981. 

During its two-day meetings, the comminee reviewed the two 
countries' cooperation to date in the exchange of radio and television 
material and cooperation between their national news agencies as 
well as the exchange of publications, newspapers, training, deleg- 
ations' visits and other related affairs. 

The Qatari side renewed an invitation to the Director General of 
the Jordan News Agency, Petra to visit Doha and sign an agreement 
that would regulate the exchange of news materials between the news 
agencies of both countries. 

The two sides agreed to hold another meeting at Doha in 
November of this year. 

The Jordanian side to the meetings included Ministry of Infor- 
mation Under- Secretary Peter Sal ah. Television Programmes 
Department Director Marwan Khair, Assistant Director of Radio 
Jordan Usama Asfoura and head of the international agreements at 
the Ministry of Information Yousef Shafiq. 

The Qatari side included Mr. Kuwari. Naser Rashed Nu’aimi, head 
of publication and press at the Qatari Ministry of Information and 
Mohammad AI “Ali head of programmes control depanmem at 
Qatar's television. 

The Qatari delegation to the committee meetings later Wednesday 
left at the end of its three day stay. The delegation members were 
seen off at Amman airport by several Ministry of Information offi- 
cials. ^

Kamhawi’s exhibition comes as a special treat

AMMAN — Exhibitions of prints, the medium that calls for many 
and diverse talents not least of which is patience, are rare occurrences 
in the painting dominated an scene of Amman. Due to the fact there 
is no printing press for the artists to make use of in the country, print' 
exhibits usually come from abroad and feature non-Arab artists. The 
etchings and lithographs of Sahar Kambawi, now on show at the 
Jordanian Association of Plastic Art, therefore come as a special 
treat— for not only do we get to see prints by a Jordanian artist but’ 
work of great originality and craftsmanship. 

Kamhawi received training in her craft and produced this col- 
lection in America, a fact which is maybe partly responsible for the 
electism in the themes of her subject matter which range from por- 
traying aspects of her culture to humourous plans of cats and cars. 

It is Kamhawf s former ability to translate her own heritage into 
modem 20th century terms, however, that gives her work a keen 
edge of novelty, a relevant originality. ‘’The Lamp”— the first print 
the artist attempted on a larger scale— is a loosely free, yet detailed 
sketch of the old mosque lamps that bang from the ceding on dusty 
chains. Light eminates from the triangular chinks and geometrical 
designs which pierce its ancient brass side, illuminating dimly the 
patterned wallpaper behind h, all of which is depicted in various 
shades and tones of sienna brown. Perhaps not since the orien- ■ 
talists. whose fresh European eyes saw the beauty in objects so 
fa mi l i a r to the locals as to be invisible, has anyone' drawn our atten- 
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tion to the subtleties of Islamic decoration as does Kamhawi in this 
work. 

Mosques are the more usual way for Arab artists to portray their 
culture and Kamhawi is no exception. But her abstracted version 
cleverly reduces its components into geometrical composition which 
has its roots in Islamic decoration. On a rich blue background etched 
in white, the Mosque Yard with its pool is seen in plan and around 
- its edges concentric domes and minarets creep as complimenting the 
composition while threatening to usurp the dominance of the off 
centre square. 

With these two pieces, Kamhawi demonstrates that she has both 
the vision and ability to use the influences of her background and to 
say something new with them. She should therefore steer dear of 
portraying her culture in ways that have now become slightly 
hackneyed— like the faceless woman in the headress and the picture 
of the black enshrouded woman approaching the mosque. 

The artist’s fascination with bird's eye views, with plans and cel- 
lular structures gives her work a dean precise, almost scientific 
simplicity. It is also perhaps a reference to her unders tanding of the 
aesthetic pleasure to be gained from intricate yet symmetrical and 
balanced geometry and form. When she slips from this format into 
more organic shapes, her work does not seem to maintain the same 
freshness— a vitality— which is seen for example in “Snake's head” 
(an idea used more than once by this artist— the enlargement of

nature’sown highly organised microscopic order) and“Composition 
No. 1." in which the artist has built up an interlinking series— a 
honeycomb— of bexagonaJs. 

Less abstract than these two pieces, yet carrying through the same 
theme is “The Ants'*. At the same time this piece— with its bustling 
activity and stylised insects— is linked to the artist's other animal 
renditions by an underlying sense of fan and composition — two 
factors best seen in Birds Behind Bars' and Dolphins - . 

The dynamism of the thick stripes of stippled purple and the 
contrast provided by the small circles that fill the spaces left between 
them in the abstract “Composition No. 2” are another testiment to 
this artist’s innate sense of composition, while the soft textural effects 
achieved in ' Parrot” and Landscape —where the grooved rugged- 
ness of the madder brown mountains, the chequered neatness of the 
'worked fields, are glimpsed through spiky leaves and hanging lan- 
terns of the undergrowth-add another dhnensioa to her work. 

These 24 prints by Sahar Kamhawi represent a very good inte- 
grated body of work and maybe with the money she raises from the 
sale of her pieces she wili be able to buy her own press so that she can 
continue and develop her own often highly original ideas further.

Talk is not enough 



WE HAVE had two more good examples! 
this week of what happens when one does not 
fuQy exercise the power that is within one's 
grasp. In both cases— the Council of Europe’s 
political committee meeting in occupied 
Jerusalem and the restoration of diplomatic t 
relations between Zaire and Israel— the 
Arabs have complained and protested about 
acts that we deem to be against our interests. 
But we have not seen any public evidence of 
anything the Arabs have done that goes bey- 
ond the realm of verbal protests. The fact 
remains that appeals to international law and 
the justice of the Palestinian cause will not 
stop people like the European par- 1 
liamentariaos from holding meetings in 
Israel or countries like Zaire from restoring] 
full ties with Israel. For some reason, in both 
cases it was deemed appropriate and/or 
beneficial to act against the Arab protests, 


because in both cases the protests of the 
Arabs were probably viewed as less than 
threatening in a material or practical man- 
ner. 

We remember several years ago that the 
Arab Monetary Fund threatened concrete] 
action if Canada were to move its embassy j 
from Tel Aviv to Jerusalem, as had been! 
promised in the Canadian electoral cam- 
paign by Mr. Joe Clark. This kind of dear 
Arab resort to power caused the Canadians 
to drop the matter of moving the embassy. 

Why is such an approach not used today in : 
the case of Zaire and the Euro par-, 
liamentarians? We have to give third parties [ 
specific incentives or disincentives to act in a] 
m ann er that we feel is not threatening to usj 
as Arabs. Talk alone is not enough, as wei 
learn yet again this week.

Answer requested 


AL RA’L Apparently, Arab objections, shouts 
and protestations against the meeting of the Polit- 
ical Committee of the Council of Europe in 
Jerusalem hit a deaf ear. The committee has 
begun its meeting in tbe Holy City not caring a fig 
about the Arab reaction which remained limited 
to verbal rejection condemnation. 

Despite rbe fact that some European states like 
Greece. Portugal, Spain and Denmark boycotted 
the meeting and that France voiced some reser- 
vations. Israel's success in convening the meeting 
in Jerusalem has its faneaching meaning. 

The Israeli infiltration of Africa has begun with] 
Zaire declaring resumed relations with the Zionist ' 
entity. It does not seem a farfetched idea to expect 
other African states to follow Zaire despite the 
feet that this step completely contravenes the 
1977 Afro- Arab summit and despite continued 
Israeli expansion and acts of aggression in tbe 
occupied Arab lands. 

The collapse of Arab- African relations will con- 
tinue breaking tbe necklace with Israel picking up 
the pieces unless the Arabs adopt a firm stand 
towards any state which resumes relations with 
Israel. 

It is hoped that the total Arab boycott of Zaire 
and of any African state that resumes relations 
with Israel will be a first step in the right direction. 
However, this is not enough to stop the collapse of 
Arab- African relation. The Arab states have a lot 
to offer the African states. 

Should not such a firm position also be taken; 
towards European states which have diplomatic 
relations with Israel and recognises Jerusalem as i 
. the capital of the Zionist entity? The Arab League | 
(XOd Arab capitals should answer this question. 1 


A serious step 


AL DUSTOUR: Israel has exploited the presence '■ 
of European parliamentarians in Jerusalem and 
has considered it as a European recognition of 
“the united Jerusalem" as the capital of the Zion- , 
ist entity. This opportunist Israeli stand highlights > 
the width of the mistake made by the European - 
parliamentarians who fell in Israel's trap.

Peace marches provoke traditional 
Swiss pro-army stand

GENEVA — Switzerland's long- 
standing neutrality, the world's 
model for political impartiality-, 
has not immunised this con- 
servative country against the 
peace movements growing in the 
rest of Europe. 

Peace marches — in Berne last 
December, Geneva in January 
and Basle in April -- are becom- 
ing part of the scene here even 
though Swiss neutrality reaches 
back as far as 1515. 

The number of young men 
refusing army service rose to 
record levels last year, and chur- 
chmen have begun campaigning to 
let them perform alternative ser- 
vice rather than face jail terms of 
up to three years for illegal con- 
scientious objection. 

All this has provoked strong 
reactions from Swiss army and 
defence officials, who see any 
weakening of the country’s aimed 
vigilence as a direct threat to its 
independence. Speaking to the 
Zurich officers society in January, 
Lieutenant-Colonel Johannes 
Fulda accused the peace move- 
ment of playing a “pied piper 
role” blessed by the Soviet Union . 
and supported by extreme leftist 
and religious groups. 

Determined defence 

Defence Minister Georges- Andre 
Chevaliaz went a step further in 
March, mocking the alternative 
service that objectors and church, 


leaders sought as “ a sort of sports 
holiday" less manly than real 
militar y training. 

While peace movements are 
hardly accepted by tbe military in 
other European states, the 
emergence of pacifist sympathies 
is especially provocative here 
because of the unique character of 
t he country’s military doctrine. 

Switzerland’s “permanent and 
armed neutrality" is based not on 
any idealistic belief that other 
countries are too peace-loving to 
invade it, but on the threat that the 
Swiss would put up a determined 
defence. 

Men from 20 to 50 years of age 
. keep their rifles at home and are 
ready to mobilise within 48 hours. 
To keep fit, they train about 30 
days a year on weekends and in 
the summer. The army’s 1,500 or 
so officers enjoy far more respect 
among the Swiss population than 
their counterparts in other coun- 
tries. 

Close ties between Swit-, 
Zetland's citizen-soldiers and the 1 
army are needed, army officera’ 
argue, to ensure every adult male 
is ready, willing and able to 
respond to the call to defend his 
country. Any view less disciplined 
is seen as untiennining the coun- 
try’s vigflence and ultimately, its 
independence. 

Call for demilitarisation 

This point of view was obviously 
not shared by tbe 20,000 demon- 
strators who marched through 
Basle some weeks ago with the 
slogan: “We don’t want to be 


defended to death.". 

The main target of the demon- 
strations has usually been the nuc- 
lear policies of other countries — 
a departure from this country’s 
traditional policy of non- 
interference in foreign affairs. - 

In January, for example, about 
10,000 marchers demonstrated 
against the East-West arms race in 
Geneva just before U.S. Secretary 
of State Alexander Haig and 
Soviet Foreign Minister Andrei 
Gromyko met here to discuss 
strategic nuclear arms. 

But Swiss themes - especially 
the call to legalise conscientious 
objection — are always in 
speeches and on banners at the 
rallies. 

Conscientious objectors 

Pressure for an alternative to army 
service — which was rejected in a 
1977 referendum — has grown 
since the army disclosed that 593 
men were tried for conscientious 
objection last year. This was a 
sharp jump from 354 cases in 
1980 and equalled the total of all 
objectors from 1914 to 1955. 

A two-year old campaign for an 
alternative service one and a half 
times as long as tbe normal army 
training has been rejected by the 
government, but supporters hope 
to bring it to a public referendum 
next year.

New guidelines may stop 
West German arms 
exports outside NATO

BONN — After a year of wrestl- 
ing with its conscience. West. 
Germany has produced new 
guidelines on arms exports which 
should give it greater flexibility in- 
selling military hardware , to the 
Third World. 

But the 15-point document 
i issued by the Federal Security 
Council is contradictory and con- 
tains some rules which, if applied 
strictly, would probably paralyse 
any attempt to sell weapons out- 
side tbe NATO area. 

The guidelines replace a 1971’ 
cabinet ban on arms sales to areas 
of tension, imposed after the 
former Shah of Iran asked Bonn 
for hundreds of its most modern 
t an fo- 

If Bonn had acced e d to his 
request, the last consignment of 
tanks would probably have been 
delivered about three months 
before Ayatollah Rnhollah Kho- 
meini’s Mamie revolutionaries 
seized power in 1979. 

It was another Gulf state — 
Saudi Arabia — which provoked 
the latest bout of soul-searctaing in ‘ 
Bonn, and once again the subject . 
was tanks. 

Leopard H tanks 

Early last year, news leaked out 
that Riyadh was interested in buy- 
ing several hundred Leopard II 
tanks, the most advanced that 
.West German industry can pro- 
vide. 

Aides of Chancellor Helmut 
Schmidt tried to soften public 
opinion for the sale with a series of 
leaks and non-denials. But 
, although Saudi Arabia never for- 
mally requested the tanks, the 
prospect brought together an 
unprecedented coalition of left- 
and right to oppose the deal. 

While the left saw arms sales in 
general as immoral, many con- 
servatives were concerned for 
Israel’s security. Mr. Schmidt was 
obliged to tell the Saudis the deal 
was not feasible. 

Officials say Riyadh has not 
pressed its interest in the tanks 
and is now being steered towards a 
possible deal over an air defence 
; system. 

i Under the new guidelines, 
Bonn could theoretically declare 
an overwhelming vital West Ger- 
man interest in stabilising the Gulf 
to justify such a sale. 

But a seniorofficial said that “as 
before, we can only do what is 
politically acceptable in our own 
country and within NATO." 


. Special pofitical considerations 

: The guide fines allow Bonn to 
make the general exceptions to its 
restrictive export policy where 
there are “special political con- 
siderations” and specific excep- 
tions for individual deals deemed 
to be in tbe national interest. 

; Officials say tbe exceptions 
could cover deliveries of defensive 
weapons which helped maintain a 
1 strategic balance in areas such as 
;the Gulf or the Mediterranean 
which Bonn regards as vital to its 
.•security. 


Leftists are already billing tbs - 
as a blank cheque for increased 
arms sales. 

Social Democratic (SPD)f 
deputy Norbcrt Gansel said it 
“a triumph of unprmcipledness 
and a victory for the sixm-^gfeed 
interests of the arms lobby." 

But on dose inspections, there 
are several clauses .in the 
guidelines which severely inhibit' 
new safes. 

Firstly, aims exports must not 
increase existing tensions. 

Secondly, they cannot be 
-approved if the internal situation 
in a country makes them unde- 
sirable. 

And timidly, arms must not be' 
sold to states involved in or on the 
brink of war or civil war. 

SPD security expert Egon Bahr 
said the second condition meant 

Bonn could no longer approve the 

sale of submarines to Chile, as k 
did last year to the consternation 

of the left. 

One of the most important 
restrictions is a clause stating that 
I no. new production capacity may 
be developed for exports. Though 
<bard to enforce, officials say the 
1 rule ensures that the arms industry 
will continue to produce chiefly 
for tbe West German forces and 
not, as in Britain and France, for 
exports. 

Contradictions 

Bonn’s western partners are 
unlikely to be happy at auotter 
.new rule, demanding a virtual' 
right of veto over sates to third 
j countries when negotiating arms 
[production agreements. 

1 This means, for example, that if 
West Germany and France ever 
]reach agreement on producing a 
, battle tank together, Paris will not 
have a free hand in selling it to 
: non-NATO states. 

The guidelines are con- 
; tradictory here. One states 
j that Bonn will give priority to its 
[interest in cooperation over 
j export curbs, but another bars 
“exports which would so strain 
i our relations with third countries 
! that even our own interest in 
: cooperation... must take second • 
j place.” 

I Officials say this clause could be . 
used to stop co-produced weapons 
being exported to countries bos- 
. tile to Israel, whose security Bom 
regards as a historic German 
responsibility. “The rules cer- 
itainly won’t make the Germans 
I more attractive as cooperation 
[partners,” a western military 
; attache said. 

Although Bonn's policy 
remains restrictive, the first result 
of the new guidelines could well be 
a flood of applications for arms 
sales.

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Drysdale’s failure to honour interest 
payments rocks U.S. financial market 


NEW YORK (R) — Wall Street 
Wednesday began counting the 
cost of financial shockwaves 
caused by a securities firm's fail- 
ure to pay SI 60 million in interest 
due to the Chase Manhattan 
Bank. 

Spokesmen for other New York, 
banks said they were checking to 
see whether they were involved 
with the firm, DrysdaJe Gov- 
‘ eminent Securities, whose failure 
to pay up sent bank share prices 
plunging Tuesday. 

Dealers said the size of Dry- 
sdale’s interest payments 
suggested the amount of securities 
involved totalled billions of dol- 
lars. The New York Federal 
Reserve Bank said it was ready to 
help commercial banks meet' 
unusual credit demands from 
dealers. 

Chase Manhattan, America's 
third largest bank by deposits, 
acted as a middleman by bor- 
rowing government notes from 
several firms and lending them to 
Drysdale. -But because of losses in 
other transactions. Drysdale could 
not meet the interest payments on 
its borrowings. 

Market sources said several 
major Wall Street brokerage 
houses were also Drysdale cre- 
ditors. Chase said it denied lia- 
bility for any losses incuned by 
other securities firms in the trans- 
action. 

Banking sources said the affair 


was disclosed on Monday night at 
a meeting called by Chase Chair- 
man Willard Butcher and 
attended by representatives of 
some 10 dealers involved in the 
transaction. 

Following the announcement 
by Chase, its shares dropped 
sharply on the New York stock 
exchange, closing at $48.75 a 
share, down 3.25. Shares of other 
big”New York bank bolding com- 
panies were dragged down as well. 

Market sources said the affair 
might bring into question the ade- 
quacy of self-regulation of the 
market in government bills, notes 
and bonds.. 

The sources noted that Dry-. 


sdale was taking on huge trans- 
actions with small capitalisation 
and this may encourage moves for 
official regulation of the market. 

Peter Wasserman. president of 
Drysdale Securities Corporation, 
said DrysdaJe Government Sec- 
urities was spun off from his com- 
pany at the beginning of the year.. 
Drysdale Securities, a member of 
the New York stock exchange, 
planned to carry on business as 
usual, he said. 

Drysdale Government Sec- 
urities sought New York Federal 
Reserve Bank recognition as a 
government securities dealer but 
market sources said this had been 
opposed by some of the major 


Wall Street firms. 

Some 35 securities dealers 
report to the New York Federal. 
Reserve Bank, which attempts to 
ensure orderly market conditions. 
They are the only dealers with 
whom the bank will conduct its 
open market operations. 

Sources in the government 
bond market said they believed 
Drysdale government securities 
lost money on short positions in 
government bonds. 

In taking short positions, trad- 
ers agree to sell borrowed bonds 
or similar securities with fixed 
interest rates in the hope of deliv- 
ering securities bought for less 
than the original selling prices. 


Pound drops, share prices slump 
as Falklands war fervour grows 


LONDON (R) — Sterling 
dropped below $1.80 Wednesday 
and London share prices slumped 
again because of a growing feeling 
in financial markets that a British 
invasion of the Falkland Islands is * 
now almost inevitable. 

Foreign exchange dealers said 
they detected some intervention 
by the Bank of England to support 
the pound, which eased to a two- 


week low of $1.7945 compared 
with $1.8102 at the close Tuesday 
night. 

Sterling's trade-weighted index 
against other major currencies 
dropped to 89.6 per cent of its 
1975 level by noon, compared 
with 90 Tuesday night. 

Financiers fear the uncertainty 
of the military options and the 
political dangers For the Con- 
servative government, whose 


economic policies they generally 
support. 

On the stock exchange the 
Financial Times 30-share index 
had dropped 11.7 points to 560.7 
by mid -afternoon, and is down 30 
points in four days. 

* Gold meanwhile benefited from 
the tension and traded at 5342.1 0 
an ounce, 55.85 higher than Tues- 
day night after being fixed at 
$342 Wednesday afternoon. 


OPEC to maintain base price, output ceilings 


CARACAS — An OPEC com- 
mittee believes that the organ- 
isation should maintain its base 
price of $34 and continue with 
production ceilings for the rest of 
the year, according to Venezuela's 
energy minister. 

Mr. Humberto Calderon Berti 
added that controls on pro- 
duction, set in a bid to defend 
prices in the face of a glut of ofl on 
world markets, would have to con- 
tinue in order to balance supply 
and demand. 

Mr. Calderon Berti, minister of 
energy and mines, made his com- 


ments after a four-man market 
monitoring committee set up by 
OPEC, (the Organisation of Pet- 
roleum Exporting Countries), at 

its last meeting in Vienna com- 
pleted a report that will be pre- 
sented to OPEC s next conference 
in Quito, Ecuador, on Thursday. 
“We are going to stick to our 

decision to keep the same price 
throughout 1982 and we favour 
maintaining production controls 
for the rest of the year also," Mr. 
Calderon Berti said after the

LONDON (R) — Leading shares drifted down Wednesday for 
the first day in a row as operaters take the view that Falklands, 
conflict will not be settled peacefully, dealers said.

“This visit has been more than a 
good beginning, it was a major 
step in developing positive rela- 
tions in sports between the two 
count ries." he said. 

Ueberroth flew to Moscow after 
trips to East Berlin and Warsaw to 
counter criticism of his com- 
mittee’s work. 

When asked if Soviet officials 
had indicated that Moscow might 
keep its athletes away from the 
1984 games, Ueberroth said: 

‘ They are preparing to attend and 
they will attend.” 

During the talks the Soviet side 
put forward all their doubts and 
criticisms about the 1984 games 
and Ueberroth said he had been 
able to answer or at least explain 
most points. 

“But we were honest and told 
them we just did not have the 
budget of the 19S0 games and 
would have, for example, only 
about one-tenth of the con- 
struction costs." he added. 

Ueberroth said proof of the 
Soviet commitment to attend was 
contained in a joint communique 
he issued with the head of the 
Soviet Olympic Committee, 
Sergei Pavlov. 

In it, both sides reaffirmed their 
commitment to Olympic ideals 
and to ensuring a safe future for 
the games. 

But the Soviet side also 
declared that its attendance would 
depend on the U.S. government 
producing a document guaran- 
teeing the games would be run in 
compliance with the Olympic 


Charter and on the “strict obser- 
vance" of all the charter’s reg- 
ulations. 

Ueberroth said the Los Angeles 
Committee already had the 
required document from the U.S. 
government, but it had not yet 
been copied and distributed. 

Ueberroth said Moscow was 
planning to send about 650 
athletes to the 1984 games, while 
East Germany would send around 
330 and Poland about 150. 

Soviet officials who helped 
organise the Moscow Games had 
declared they were ready to give 
advice to the Los Angeles Com- 
mittee. ‘‘They're offering their 
help, and we're going to take it," 
he said. 

He added that in his view the 
Moscow Games had been the best 
organised games ever. 

The Soviet Olympic Committee 
had also accepted an invitation to 
visit Los Angeles and would fly 
there next January, Mr. Ueber- 
roth added. 

As well as discussions on Soviet 
complaints, officials accom- 
panying the Los Angeles Com- 
mittee chief discussed television 
rights for the games, and Mr. 
Ueberroth said they were now 
’moving towards closing a T.V. 
contract.'' 

The Los Angeles Committee 
chairman said although much 
of the Soviet criticism of their 
work had been harsh, he felt they 
had a right to make it. 

Other countries, especially 
West Germany, had been equally 
tough, he added.

Reagan strives to improve image with blacks

WASHINGTON — President Reagan is 
striving to improve his image among Ameri- 
can blacks after persistent charges, some- 
times bordering on accusations of racism, 
that his policies have been insensitive and 
unfair to them. 


Mr. Reagan received only about

1980 election. Memebers of his) 
Republican Party fear black sup- i 
port has now dropped even lower I 
and that the trend may hurt 
Republicans in this November's, 
congressional elections. 

Although his 1980 electionsuc- 
cess was due partly to strong back- 
ing from southern white Con- 
servatives, Republicans have 
urged him to show his Con-, 
servative policies are not and- 
: black. 

Mr. Reagan last week reversed 
, his polipy on the landmark 1965 
voting rights act and endorsed a 
compromise amendment to 
strengthen the law; as sought by i 
civil rights leaders, after pre-| 
viously supporting a version they ■ 
said would weaken it. 

He also surprised a black family 
in Maryland with an inpromptn 
visit to express his sympathy after 
a newspaper reported that they, 
had been harassed in their;

neighbourhood. 

And late last month he 
appointed two blacks to senior 
policy posts in the White House. 

AH this is taking place at a time 
when the U.S. recession, for which 
some critics blame Mr. Reagan's 
economic policies, is hitting blacks 
and other minorities especially 
hard.

Chairman Richard Richards told ; 
Reuters the party needs to reach 
out to the country’s 26 miUion 
blacks to prevent a further drop in 
support. But he said: “The 
rhetoric that Mr. Reagan is anti- 
black is just baloney.” 

Senator Charles Mathias, a 
moderate Maryland Republican, 
said any constituency with a big , 
minority population would be 
affected by the rift between blacks 
and the administration.

Many 
Republican senators were anxious 
to show their support for civil 
rights by endorsing amendments 
to strengthen the voting rights act, 
he said. 

He said they also strongly 
opposed the administration’s ini- 
tial decision last January to 
reverse a 10-year-old policy and 
permit tax exemptions for segre- 
gated private schools. 

This caused a furore among civil 
rights groups and the administ- 
ration later reversed the decision. 
It has now asked the Supreme 
Court to decide if such exemptions 
should be granted. 

The executive director of the' 
leadership conference on civil 
rights, Ralph Neas, told Reuters 
the president missed a “golden 
opportunity” when he haled to 
support the amendments to the 
voting rights act sought by 
minorities.. 

The act outlawed electoral prac- 
ticed such as literacy tests and poll 
taxes that were often used in the 
American south to prevent blacks 
from voting. Congress is con- 
sidering extending the provisions 
of the act, which is due to expire 
this year. 

Mr. Reagan last week endorsed 
the extension passed by the Senate 
judiciary committee and gave his 
“hearfelt support” to a com- 
promise on the controversial 
amen dmen t .worked out among 
Republicans, Democrats and civil 
rights leaders. 

After months of haggling, 1 
Republican Senator Robert Dole 
of Kansas drew up the com- 
promise, which will override a 
1980 Supreme Court decision that 
civil rights groups had said 
weakened the law but will not 
allow racial quotas for elected 
officials. 

The compromise would bar 
state and local officials from , 


employing voting procedures 1 
which resulted in discrimination . 
against blacks and other^ 
minorities. * 

The standard in effect since the ; 
1980 Supreme Court decision- 
holds that the voting law is vio- 
lated only when state of local offi- 
cials co nsciou sl y intend to dis- 
criminate. 

The proposed change would 
make it easier for a victim of dis- 
crimination to prove his case as he 
-would need to show only that the 
results of a procedure were dis- 
criminatory. regardless of its 
intent. • 

Before embracing the com- 
promise, the admmigtpitio n had 
opposed the so-called “results 
standard,” arguing that it might 
lead to a rash of lawsuits across the 
country calling for proportional 
representation by race. 

The leadership conference, a 
private coalition of 159 major civil 
rights groups, recently issued two 
reports which charged the 
administration’s economic 
policies were unfair to the poor; 
and that it had not aggressively 
enforced civil rights laws. 

“Their apparent unwillingness 
to enforce the civil rights laws, 
combined with the perception that 
the economic programmes are 
unfair to minorities, makes a 
! devastating image,” Mr. Neas 
said. 

Representative Harold 
Washington, a Chicago Democrat . 
and a member of the con- 
gressional black caucus, told a 
recent -congressional hear ing that 
Mr. Reagan's civil rights stand 
signalled “to racists that they can 
-return to business as usual without 
fear of retribution.”

NEW DELHI (R) — Millions of 
Indians voted Wednesday in state 
elections which Prime Minister 
Indira Gandhi has turned into a 
mid-term test of her government' s 
popularity. 

The main challenge to her is 
from the Marxist Communist 
Party (CPI-M). 

The voting was for state 
assemblies in West Bengal. Hary- 
ana, Himachal Pradesh and 
Kerala and for seven seats in the 
National Parliament in Delhi 

Election officials said the turn- 
out was high and the only serious 
incident reported was a bomb 
attack at a voting booth in West 
Bengal in which one person was 
wounded. 

Mre. Gandhi’s Congress (I) 
Party controls 16 of India's 22 
state assemblies including Hary- 
ana and Himachal Pradesh. 

The CPI-M heads a left-front 


government which is defending 
West Bengal and is strong in 
Kerala which is currently under 
direct rule from Delhi. 

More than 29 million people 
were eligible to vote in the reg- 
ional elections whose results are 
expected by Friday. 

In West Bengal, the left-front 
and the Congress (I) both claimed 
that the high turnout favoured 
them. 

Mis. Gandhi visited the four 
election states during the cam- 
paign and accused the CPI-M of 
being undemocratic and violent. 
The Marxists, including West 
Bengal Chief Minister Jyoti Basu. 
charge Mis. Gandhi with being 
authoritarian and of trying to 
place India under one-party rule.

Vatican silent on papal visit to Britain 


VATICAN CITY (R)— The Vat- 
ican maintained a strict silence on 
whether Pope John Paul will go 
ahead with his planned visit to Bri- 
tain which he earlier said was 
jeopardised by the Falklands 
crisis. 

Tuesday the Pope received two 
British Catholic archbishops who 
flew to Rome in a last minute 
attempt to persuade the Pope not 
to postpone or cancel the trip. 

Britain's ambassador to the 
Vatican. Sir Mark Heath, told 


Reuters Wednesday he expected 
no change in the Pope's prog- 
ramme. 

But senior Vatican sources said 
the Pope's six-day visit risked 
postponement if there was no 
dramatic improvement to peace 
prospects in Britain’s conflict with 
Argentina over the South Atlantic 
archipelago. 

They said the Vatican was anx- 
iously 3w airing the outcome of the 
latest United Nations peace plan. 
It was therefore unlikely that a 


papal decision on the first trip by a 
reigning Pope to Britain would be 
made known Wednesday. 

Explaining the official British 
viewpoint to senior Vatican offi- 
cials Tuesday, Sir Mark said his 
government was ready to cancel 
any contacts with British officials 
during the visit. 

The pontiff had been scheduled 
ro meet Prime Minister Margaret 
Thatcher and a government minis- 
ter. 


Ulusu to visit Turkish Cypriots today 


ANKARA (R) — Turkish Prime 
Minister Bulend Ulusu travels to 
the Turkish-held side of Cyprus 
Thursday for the first visit by a 
Turkish premier to the island since 
it was divided m 1974, his office 
said Wednesday. 

A one-sentence statement said 
only that Mr. Ulusu would be leav- 
ing for Cyprus Thursday. Tues- 
day. an official statement said Mr. 
Ulusu postponed the visit for 
health reasons. 

Diplomatic sources said they 
understood Mr. Ulusu had been 
taken to hospital on Monday night 


with intestinal pains. But repor- 
ters at the military hospital said he 
left Wednesday morning and was 
driven to his borne. 

His trip to Cyprus is widely 
regarded in Ankara as a direct 
response to a visit to the Greek 
side of the island in March by 
Greek Prime Minister Andreas 
Papandreou. 

Turkish officials say Mr. 
Papandreou’s visit, which 
delighted Greek Cypriots but 
incensed the Turkish Cypriot 
minority, broke an unspoken 
agreement that senior ministers 


from Athens and Anakara should 
not go to the island. 

The northern sector of Cyprus 
has been occupied since July, 
1974, when Turkish troops were 
went in after fighting broke out 
between the island* s communities. 

There was speculation here that 
U.S. Secretary of State Alexander 
Haig put pressure on Mr. Ulusu 
not to visit Cyprus when they met 
in Ankara last week. 

But diplomatic sources said Mr. 
Haig did not express disapproval 
of the planned trip.

Sophia Loren 
to serve prison 
sentence for 
old tax charge 


ROME — Actress Sophia Loren 
returned to Italy Wednesday to 
serve a one-month prison sen- 
tence for a 1963 income tax 
offence. 

Miss Loren flew from Geneva 
and was met by a police escort to 
take her to Caserta prison, near 
Naples, where she will serve the 
sentence. 

“It is unjust. I paid taxes. Now. 
because of a small error I must go 
to prison. It is a traumatic experi- 
ence," she told reporters. 

But she said she preferred to 
serve her sentence rather than be 
barred from Italy for the rest of 
her life. “I intend to serve my sen- 
tence. unjust though it is. and go 
forward from there." 


14 interned Solidarity 
leaders on hunger strike 


NOWY DWOR, Poland (R) — A 
senior Solidarity official con- 
firmed Wednesday that 14 leaders 
and advisers of the suspended Pol- 
ish trade union were staging a 
prison hunger strike. 

Jan Rulewskl the Solidarity 
chief in Bydgoszcz, said he and his 
comrades began fasting at the 
Bialoleka prison near Warsaw on 
Wednesday last week to protest 
against martial law. 

Mr. Rulewskl 38. was addres- 
sing a court here during his trial on 
charges arising from a road acci- 
dent a year ago in which a man 
died. 

The judge adjourned the trial 
indefinitely Wednesday after a 
doctor ruled that the Solidarity 
official was not fit enough to take 
part. 

The case had no inherent polit- 
ical significance but, before being 


silenced by the judge, Mr. 
Rukwski used the bearing to air 
views of interned Solidarity lead- 
ers and to confirm reports of the 
hunger strike. 

The 14, including veteran dis- 
sident and Solidarity adviser Jacek 
Kuron. were interned when mar- 
tial law was imposed last 
December. 

Mr. Rulewski looked pale and 
weak, but had no difficulty stand- 
ing and his speech was firm. 

When asked by the judge about 
his health, he said: “In the light of 
the determined resistance of the 
■ people (to martial law) 1 also will 
continue in a determined way with 
my hunger strike.” 

He said he and the other pro- 
testers had not been allowed to 
take exercise walks for eight days, 
and had been “harassed and cut 
off from the outside world.”

Iraqi premier ends visit to Arab World 

BEIRUT (R) — Iraqi Deputy Prime Minister Tareq Aziz flew 
home Wednesday after delivering invitations to next Septembers' 
Non-Aligned summit to four Arab countries. Official Iraqi 
reports said his tour of Jordan, Saudi Arabia, North Yemen and 
Kuwait was aimed at ensuring the summit would be held as 
scbeduled in Baghdad. The Iraqi News Agency (IN A) said Mr. 
Aziz discussed bilateral relations and “dangers to the Arab 
World” with the Kuwaiti ruler. Sheikh Jaber A1 Ahmad AI Sabah, 
but it did not refer to his visit to North Yemen or Saudi Arabia, 

Sidon strikes to protest killing 

SIDON (R) — All shops, schools and businesses were closed o 
Sidon Tuesday as the port city mourned a political official who 
was shoe dead in his house Iasi Saturday. The leftist Popular 
Nasserite Organisation postponed the funeral of Us official at the 
last moment in response to demands for tougher measures against 
those who killed him. The Palestine Liberation Organisation 
(PLO) has said it will cry five guerrillas suspected of the killing, ' 
which sparked off a night of rifle, grenade and artillery battles in 
the town centre. Some Nasserites have called for the public execu- . 
tion of the suspects before the official is buried. In the chamber of 
commerce, Sidon merchants pressed for compensation from the 
PLO for goods damaged by fire during and after the cl a shes. They 
estimated the damage at $20 million. 

S alim Ahmad S alim arrives in Bahrain 

BAHRAIN (R) — Tanzanian Foreign Minister Salim Ahmad 
Salim-arrived here Wednesday from Oman for a three-day visit 
He is expected to have talks with the Bahraini Foreign Minister 
Sheikh Mohammad Ibn Mubarak Al Khalifa, and other gov- 
ernment leaders. 

Ban on Egyptian newspaper lifted 

CAIRO (R) — Al Ahali, weekly newspaper of the small leftist 
opposition Unionist Progressive Party (UPP), Wednesday 
resumed publication after a 43-month absence. Before ceasing 
publication, Al Ahali (The People) was the target of bitter attacks 
by the late President Anwar Sadat, whose government censored 
the paper several times. 

Eritreans report battles on 3 fronts 

BEIRUT (R) — Guerrillas fighting for the independence of 
Eritrea have reported battles with Ethiopian troops on three 
fronts in the Red Sea province. The Eritrean People's Liberation 
Front (EPLF) said in a statement issued in Beirut that during 
fi gh ting on the fronts on May 15 and 16, guerrillas killed 483 
Ethiopian soldiers. The statement made no mention of the guer- 
rilla losses. Ethiopian troops launched a major offensive against 
the guerrillas in mid-February.

A competitive auction end- 
ed when East had to deter- 
mine whether to double five 
spades or to push on to slam. 
In theory he chose wisely, for 
his side had two unavoidable 
club losers. Unfortunately, 
the defenders did not get all 
the locks that were their 
due. West led the ace of 
hearts and the play was soon 
over. Declarer ruffed and 
drove out the ace of trumps.

East had no way to get to his 
partner for a lead through 
the king of diamonds. In fact, 
had he not cashed his ace of 
diamonds when he was on 
lead, he would not have 
scored it, for declarer could 
set up dummy’s clubs for all 
the discards he needed. 

True,. West could have 
defeated the contract by 
leading a diamond,' but we at- 
tach no blame to him for fail- 
ing to do so. Indeed, had he 
decided not to lead a heart at 
the opening gun, his other 
choice would surely have 
been the queen of clubs, with 
no better result. 

The culprit here is East, 
who bad the opportunity to 
direct the defense but failed 
to do so. And the chance oc- 
curred during the auction, 
not the play! 

Once East had decided 
that he was going to compete 
up to the level of five hearts, 
he exhibited a lack of im- 
agination about how to get 
there. He had a free oppor- 
tunity to show where his 
side-suit strength was 
located— his correct bid was 
five diamonds! 

That could not have been 
misinterpreted. After having 
already agreed on hearts as a 
trump suit, there was no 
reason why East should want 
to play five diamonds. Thus, 
the bid could only be lead- 
directing. Now, if North- 
South let East-West play five 
hearts, that contract would 
have been made. And five 
spades would go down with a 
diamond lead.

MADRID (R) — Spain’s ruling 
Centrist Party faces a potentially 
crippling defeat at the handsofihe 
opposition socialists on Sunday in 
a regional poll widely viewed as a 
dress rehearsal for forthcoming 
general elections. 

The timing of the voting for a 
new autonomous parliament in 
poverty-stricken Andalusia, 
southern Spain, could hardly be 
worse for the Union of the Demo- 
cratic Centre (UCD) party, in 
power since 1977. 

The country has been on ten- 
terhooks for three months as a 
military tribunal has tried the 32 
officers and one civilian charged in 
connection with, an attempted 
coup last year. 

The court mania!, a constant 
affront to conservative officers 
trained under the late dictator 
Francisco Franco, was supposed 
to last for two months. But the 
sentences may not now be 
announced until June. 

The political establishment 
fears tension will rise sharply in 
the still conservative armt J forces 
if the tribunal hands down the 
tough 30-year prison sentences 
which the prosecution is demand- 
ing for the three main defendants. 

Jitters over the outcome of the 
coup trial are compounded by 
official concern that the separatist 
Basque guerrilla organisation 
]ETA could at any moment launch 
a major new assassination cam- 
paign against the security forces. 

In mid-ApriL ETA (Basque 
Homeland and Liberty) delivered 
an ultimatum giving the Spanish 
security forces one month to 
evacuate the Basque country or 
face new carnage. 

. ETA said they would attack 
police and civil guard barracks 
with heavy weapons if their wam- 
ingwas ignored. They advised that 
police wives and children should 
leave the threatened buildings. 

Spanish authorities said they 
had no intention of bowing to the 
ETA threat and the deadline 
passed last weekend without sen-, 
ous incidents. 

But during the past month. 
ETA has kept up the pressure by 
firing anti-tank grenades at police 
and military vehicles and by blow- 
ing up Spain's major telephone 
exchange in Madrid. 

They also forced the suspension 
of work on a new nuclear power 
station near the Basque city of 
Bilbao by murdering the plant 
director on May 5. They killed his 
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predecessor 15 months earlier. 

The worry in Madrid now is that 
ETA will time a new offensive to 
coincide with the announcement 
of the coup trial verdict — a rime of 
maximum sensitivity in the armed 
forces. 

The eyes of the world are 
already focusing on Spain for the 
world football cup, which starts on 
' June 13. and the last thing the 
beleaguered government needs is 
a flare-up of urban guerrilla activ- 
itv. 

According to press reports from 
the French Basque country, where 
Spain charges that ETA gunmen 
take refuge, the organisation's vio- 
lent military wing is not planning 
direct action against the world cup 
participants. 

But the "milts." as they are 
called in Spain, are still threaten- 
ing to use advanced weapons 
against other targets in the Span- 
ish Basque country’ and elsewhere 
in Spain. 

As if all this were not enough, 
the minority centrist government 
is threatened with an electoral 
upset in Andalusia on Sunday. 

All the latest opinion polls point 
to a big victory by the Socialists, 
whose leader Felipe Gonzalez and 
his deputy Alfonso Guerra are 
both from the region. 

Several recent polls have 
suggested the Socialists, the main 
opposition party in the national 
parliament, could win an absolute 
majority in the new 109-seat 
Andalusian assembly. 

A big Socialist victory seems 
certain to increase pressure for 
early general elections, which 
both Mr. Gonzalez and Prime 
Minister Leopolds Calvo Sotelo 
publicly oppose. 

The next general elections are 
due by the spring of 1983 but most 
political analysts expect they will 
be held by the end of this year at 
the latest. 

A Socialist landslide in 
Andalusia is also seen likely to 
prompt new defections from the 
UCD, which has lost nearly 20 
national legislator from its left 
and right wings in the past six 
months. 

Most of the deserters left to 
form a new Social Democratic 
Fair/ which is expected to make 
an alliance with the Socialists in 
the next general election cam- 
paign. 

Conscious of the stakes, the big 
political parties have been sending 
their star performers to campaign 
in Andalusia.
